There is a general impression 
that smut, when eaten, is injurious 
to live stock. Experiments to de- 
termine this matter have not been 
numerous. I'rof. Morrow fed a 
steer two bushels of smut, and it 
did not injure it. In another case 
two healthy cows were fetl on 
smut, both wet and dry. “The 
wet did no harm,^but a loss in 
weight followed the eating of the 
dry.” On this point Prof Henry, 
who is a well known authority in 
the matter of stock feeding, says : 
“It* is barely possible that the 
smut fungus at times may liecome 
virulent and dangerous to the 
health of the animal, but surely 
its prevalence shows that such a 
change in character is very rare. 
I have been frequently consulted 
by parties asking whether they 
dare feed smutted grain, and have 
always recommended its use in 
limited quantities, urging that the 
animals eating such injured grain 
be closely watched, and the feed 
changed if evil syptoms appear. I 
have always asked for reports if 
anything wrong happened, and 
have never yet received an unfav- 
orable report.” From all this it 
would appear that there nee<l be 
no particular anxiety on the score 
uf some smutted ears in the feed-] 
ingofeorn.
